“Judo  is  not  the  same  as  jujitsu,”  explained  Howard  Shurt-  ; 
leff,  vice  president  of  Brigham  Young  University’s  Judo  team,  j 
which  performed  for  the  studentbody  in  the  recent  Gene  Full- 
mer assembly.  j 

SHURTLEFF  WENT  on  to  affirm  that  jujitsu  is  out  for 
“blood”  while  “sport”  is  the  purpose  of  judo,  which  utilizes  the  j 
best  known  methods  of  self  defense. 

The  BYU  judo  team  organized  as  an  independent  group  in  j 
the  fall  of  1955. 

At  present  they  have  15  members  and  invite  al  who  are  j 
interested  in  the  sport  to  attend  their  meetings  on  Monday  and  j 
Wednesday  at  7:30  p.m.  in  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

President  of  the  judo  team  is  Yosh  Miya,  Atami, 
Japan;  vice  president,  Shurtleff,  Castor  Valley,  Calif.; 
and  secretary,  Paul  Hansen  from  Asbury  Park,  N.J. 

Jigoro  Kano,  Japan,  organized  judo  in  1822.  Kano,  him- 
self only  5-6  in  height,  utilized  methods  of  self  defense,  which 
even  today  can  give  a small  man  ample  protection  against  larger 
foes  if  the  need  arises. 

Very  rarely  is  a person  ever  injjured  in  the  judo  sport  be- 
cause of  the  long  list  of  rules  governing  proper  procedure  dur- 
ing a match. 

The  belts  worn  by  the  judo  team  members  are  of  three 
different  colors  according  to  proficiency. 

White  denotes  a beginner,  and  green  an  intermediate  per- 
former. Only  an  expert  wears  a black  belt. 

“JUDO  STRIVES  for  efficiency  in  every  field  of  human  en- 
deavor— fair  play  in  daily  life,”  stated  Shurtleff.  It  is  one  of 
the  few  sports  in  which  the  participants  bow  to  one  another 
as  an  act  of  courtesy  before  competition  begins.
